Of the 33 Male deaths, 10 were between 80 — 85, 2 between 85 - 
90, and 3 between 90 — 95 years. 


Of the 44 Female deaths, 13 were between 60 — 85, 3 between 
85 = 90, 3 between 90 - 95 years, 


The 79 deaths which were attributed to Bakewell by the Registrar 
General may be sub-divided as follows :- 


46 Bakewell residents, of which 5 died in the Bakewell Cottage 
Hospital, and 7 in Newholme Hospital. To which number is added 
33 deaths, which occurred in Newholme Hospital, which were 
attributed to Part III accommodation cases at Newholme Hospita], 
i.e. old people who have taken up their residence at one time or 
another in the old peoples! wing.

The Corrected Birth Rate is lower than last year and 
is lower than England and Wales as a whole, whilst the corrected 
Death Rate is also lower than last year, and I am pleased to 
report lower than that of England and Wales as a whole, For 


the third year in succession there has been no Maternal Mortality, 
Infantile Mortality or Neonatal Mortality. 
The Birth Rate remains higher than the Death Rate, 


CANCER DEATH RATE. remains practically the same. 9 deaths 
were attributed to Cancer, making a Crude Death Rate of 2,52 
(per 1,000 population). 


Further research has confirmed that there is a relation- 
ship between excessive cigarette smoking and Malignant Disease. 
One Male died from Lung Cancer, 


HEART DISEASE, (including Circulatory Disease), accounted for 
eaths, of which 9 were classified as being due to Coronary 
Thrombosis, 


This disease appears to be increasing, and is one of 
the results of modern life, with its noise and rush and constant 
anxiety, which often produces conditions by which the nervous 
system loses its control over the arteries which become 
thickened and roughened, with more tendency for the blood to 
clot in then, It has been suggested that too much fat in the 
diet (or an excessive deposition of fat in the body) may be a 
factor in its causation.

VACCINATION AND IMMUNISATION, 


Poliomyelitis. 


The response of the public to appeals to be inoculated is 
satisfactory, Now that the age group has been extended to 40 years 
it is hoped that those below this age will avail themselves of this 
facility. 


It is equally important of course that young children should 
be immunised against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough, and Tetanus, 
which has been combined with the latter vaccines, This Triple 
Vaccine is now being used much more extensively. 


38 children were immunised against Diphtheria in 1959,

Once agein I suggest that a well devised Points System would 
save the Housing Committee much time, although every care is

WATER, 


The supply has been adequate in spite of a considerably 
dry period and the quality good, The Fallinge Springs yielded 
remarkably well. 


During the year the Council's scheme of intercommunication 
between the water mains was completed by the laying of an 
additional 1,200 yards of 5" concrete lined main with suitable 
valves. As a result Fallinge water from the Fallinge 5" main 
was also interconnected with the other 5" concrete lined main 
at the Derwent Valley Aquaduct, and was able to flow by gravity 
to the high level reservoir in an altered line of pipes. This 
allowed the pipes to take the full yield from Fallinge without 
waste. As the high level reservoir serves more houses each 
year this scheme has resulted in a great improvement in dis- 
tribution of the present supply. Even if the Council's water 
undertaking is absorbed into a larger group this scheme will be 
of great benefit to the town, 


For a short period larvae of the Derbyshire Fly harmlessly 
polluted the high level reservoir. This was dealt with by a 
temporary cover. 


AS previously stated in my Annual Report both Reservoirs 
should be permanently covered, 


The spring at Dry Hills off Baslow Road failed again in 
August. This house should be provided with a proper water 
supply.
